Cecil Gibson Slays Mrs. May 
Molesworth in Mad Rage 
in Presence of Wom- 
an’s Little Son. 


TURNS PISTOL ON RIVAL.

Critically Wounds Thomas Jones, 
Who Attempts Defense of 
Vietim; Slayer Is 
Arrested.

A jealous suitor last night murdered the 
objeet of his affections and dangerously 
wounded his rival. 

Mrs. Mary Molesworth, a handsome widow, 
34 years old, is dead, and Thomas Jones is 
at the St. Bernard hospital, where the physi- 
clans say his chances of recovery are poor. 
Cecil Gibson is,locked up charged with 
murder. 

The woman was dragged from her bed and 
shot to death in the presence of her son 
John, 9 years old. After the woman had 
been shot, Gibson shot Jones, who, aroused 
by the victim's cries, had left his bed and 
gone to the rescue. Jones was shot in the 
lunge and in the abdomen. 


Woman Kept Boarding House. 
Mrs. Molesworth supported herself by 
keeping a boarding house at 6248 Normal 
avenue. Gibson, who formerly boarded there, 
was infatuated with her, but making little 
progress in his suit had taken quarters else- 


where. 

After leaving the place he had seen Mrs. 
Molesworth occasionally in the company of 
Jones, who also lived there. He is said to 
have made threats to both Mrs. Molesworth 
and the man, but little heed was paid to 
them. 

After brooding over his disappointment for 
days, Gibson became desperate. Going to 
the house late in the evening after everybody 
had retired he forced the front door open, 
and drawing a revolver went at once to Mrs. 
Molesworth's room. Finding that door open 
he strode to her bedside, where she was 
sleeping with her son. The room is on the 
first floor near the front and adjoins that of 
Jones. 


Drags Woman from Bed. 
Seizing her by the heir, and shouting “I 
am crazy. Gibson dragged Mrs. Molesworth 
from the bed to the floor. The frightened 
cries of the woman, who was so alarmed she 
could not realize the danger she was in, 
awoke her son. 


took effect, killing Mrs. Molesworth 


John Molesworth, who saw ‘the 3 of 
his mother by the light from a gas jet, 
screamed to Gibson to cover his mother's 
face with a quilt as the sight-of the blood 
unnerved him. The murderer coolly drew 
the quilt from the bed and obeyed the boy. 
By this time Jones, having failed to open 
the door from his room, had gone through the 
hall and appeared on the scene. As he en- 
téred Gibson, crouching in a corner of the 
room, fired a shot which penetrated Jones' 
lung. Despite his wound Jones grappled 
with Gibson before the latter could shoot 
again. 

Wounded; Holds Slayer. 

Jones gained possession of the revolver 
and threw Gibson to the floor. There he held 
him and shouted for help. Hugh Kelly, an- 
other boarder whose room was upstairs, by 
this time had reached the room. He took 
in the situation and running to the telephone 
notified the Englewood poliee. 

A wagon filled with patrolmen was rushed 
to the house. The police found Jones hold- 
ing the murderer. They took Gibson to the 
station and rushed Jones to the hospital. 

At the station Gibson would say little. He 
admitted the shooting and asked if Jones was 
fatally hurt. He expressed no regret for his 
crime. 

The body of Mrs. Molesworth was taken to 
Cunningham's undertaking rooms, and an in- 
quest probably will be held there today. 

From all that the police could learn Gibson 
has been Courting Mrs. Molesworth for sev- 
eral years, seeking her consent to marry him. 
He is said to have been encouraged at the 
beginning, but later Jones seemed to sup- 


plant him.

ALD. YOUNG PLANS NEW LAW 


Wants the Sick to Have Relief from 
Babel of Sound. 


Chicago soon may have permanent noise- 
less zones —oases in a babel of sound— 
where the sick may rest secure from the pres- 
ent attendant clamor of ringing bells, tooting 
automobile horns, and the clatter of fast 
driven horses’ hoofs. 

Taking as an example the action of the 
elty council of New York, which recently 
passed an ordinance providing for the crea- 
tion of such zones, Ald. Linn H. Young yes- 
terday announced that he will take the first 
steps towards the permanent abatement of 
the nuisance by introducing a similar ordi- 
nance in the city council of Chicago. He said 
that next Monday night he will introduce an 
order for the drafting of such an ordinance 
by the corporation counsel, so that, if possi- 
ble, it may pass through the hands of the 
judiciary committee and be disposed of as 
soon as practicable. 

The proposed scheme of abating the noise 
has the indorsement of Chief of Police Shippy 
and the superintendents of the leading hospi- 
tals of Chicago. Ald. Young does not antici- 
pate that anybody will have the hardithood 
to seriously oppose such an adequate pro~ 
vision for the alleviation of human suffering. 

“Sliding Scale” of Noises. “ 

The near approach of the Fourth of July 
and the editorial in Tun Trisune yesterday 
commenting on the new system adopted in 
New York were topics of discourse in many 
quarters—especially hospitals. A partial list 
of the all the year round noises that are 
found most annoying was made up from the 
complaints which were elicited from hospital 
superintendents and stood as follows: 

1. Fast driving teamsters. 

2. Noisy milkmen in early morning. 
8. Automobile horns. 

4. Bells on trolley oars. 

5. Hucksters calling their wares. 

6. Locomotive whistles and bells, 

7. Street musicians. 

8. Children at play in the street. 

These noises; so far as possible, Ald. Young 
proposes to prohibit within a radius of one 
block from hospitals and sanitariums. The 
only excuse to be provided for is the making 
of noise to prevent accident. The ordinance 
will provide for signs of a conspicuous sort 
placed at all approaches to the “ noiseless 
zones. 

Urges Permanent Protection. 

It hospitals can be protected by the city 

in emergencies like the noisy Fourth of July

Supt. Asa Bacon of the Presbyterian hos- 
pital was jubilant. 

It is a long needed step and it was with 
pleasure that I noticed Tue TRIBUNE'S 
editorial on the subject,’ he said. “ For 
the last year we have had signs up in the 
streets near the hospital and in the alley 
warning teamsters to drive slowly, but they 
don't do much good.“ 

Of the conditions at St. 
Supt. L. R. Curtis said: 

“ Such an ordinance cannot fail to be a fine 
thing for the hospitals and everybody con- 
nected with them. Down here at St. Luke’s 
we receivé more than our just share of noise 
from automobiles. 

A good idea,“ was the comment of War- 
den Happel of the Cook County hospital.

-FLAYS SON-IN-LAW 


Widow of Famous General Ac- 
cuses Lieut. Col. Tucker of 
Scandalous Conduct in 

~ the Philippines. 


DAUGHTER HASLEFTHIM? 


Officer, Now Stationed in Chiea- 
go, Under Investigation by 
Two Assistant Inspect- 
ors General. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.—[Special. ]— 
What promises to be another cause célébre 
in the American army has been precipitated 
through the action of Mrs. John A. Logan, 
widow of the famous civil war general, in 
filling a complaint at the war department 
alleging scandalous conduct on the part of 
her son-in-law, Lieut. Col. William F. Tuck- 
er. If an investigation already begun by 
the war department should substantiate her 
statements, Lieut. Col. Tucker stands in 
danger of court martial. 

Since the complaint reached the war de- 
partment its contents have quietly circulated 
in army circles in washington And in inter- 
est has eclipsed the case of Mrs. Ayres, who 
recently was excluded from the military 
reservation at West Point. It also has re- 
called allegations against other army officers 
involving Filipino women. 


Wife Returns to Mother. 

The interest in the Tucker case is height- 
ened by the recent reports that Lieut. Col. 
Tucker and his wife, Mrs. Logan’s daughter, 
recently separeted. Mrs. Tucker is now in 
Washington living with her mother, and her 
husband, Lieut. Col. Tucker, is stationed in 
Chicago, performing his duties as paymaster 
of the department of the lakes. 

The complaint filed by Mrs. Logan is said 
to be based upon the way in which her son- 
in-law conducted himself while stationed in 
the Philippines. -Lieut. Col. Tucker was as- 
signed to duty in Manila several years ago 
and only recently returned and assumed his 
duty in Chicago. 


Charges Are Kept Secret. 
Officials of the war department decline to 
make public the nature of Mrs. Logan’e alle- 
gations and Mrs. Tucker herself will not 
talk about them. When the paymaster was 
first sent to the far east, he was accompa- 
nied by his wife. She returned a year ago 
on account of the death of her little 
son. What Mrs. Tucker subsequently 
learned of the conduct of her husband waich 
ed tö te beben and filing of Mrs. Lo- 
gan’s complaint is not authoritatively known. 
When Mrs. Logan was informed of the 
situation it is said she became highly indig- 
nant and not only approved of her daughter's 
Separation from her husband but came to 
Washington two weeks ago especially for the 
purpose of acquainting the war department 

with all the facts as she knew them. 


Army Winces at Scandal. 

There is no doubt that Mrs. Logan's action 
was most embarrassing to the department. 
Scandals, especially of a family character, 
and having the Philippines as their scene, 
are not relished by the army, because of 
their effect upon the entire service. Mrs. 
Logan was insistent, however, that action be 
taken upon her complaint, and as a result 
it was decided to have two officers of the in- 
spector general's department make a thor- 
ough investigation. 

The officers charged with this duty were 
Maj. J. G. Galbraith and Maj. Parker W. 
West, both assistants to the inspector gen- 
eral. Maj. Galbraith returned today from 
Chicago, where, it is said, he saw Lieut. Col. 
Tucker, and received his explanation. Maj. 
West is in San Francisco, seeing persons 
who, it is claimed, know all about the case. 


Filipino Women Make Trouble. 

The military authorities recently issued an 
official order in regard to the relations which 
should exist between army men stationed in 
the far eastern archipelago and Filipino 
women. These relations have tended to bring 
disgrace upon the army and the United 
States, and a number of court martials have 
occurred which have resulted in the dismigsa! 
of the officers involved. 

Several months ago an order was issued 
prohibiting officers from living with Filipino 
women, on the ground that such conduct was 
a disgrace to the service and the flag, and pre- 
scribing the penalty of dismissal for every 
person found violating it. 

The department feels that in no case can 
it go behind this order, no matter how high 
the officer or how strong the political and 
other influence he may be able to muster. 


End of Married Happiness. 

Until the circulation of the rumors that 
Mrs. Tucker and her husband had agreed to 
separate it was generally believed that the 
couple were happily married.. Mrs. Tucker 
formerly was known as Miss Dolly Logan. 
They have living one son, who is an officer 
in the navy. 

When the rumors of a separation were first 
published Lieut. Col. Tucker declined to dis- 
cuss” them, and Mrs. Tucker herself was 
equally reticent. If the complaint of Mrs. 
Logan shed de substantiated there would be 
nothing left for the war department to do 
than to let the case take the usual military 


course. 


Military Record Is Flawless. 

So far as Lieut. Col. Tucker is concerned 
there is absolutely no flaw in his military 
record. He was born in Massachusetts on 
March 1, 1854, and at the age of 28 was ap- 
pointed major and paymaster, Illinois being 
accredited with ais appointment. He served 
at various army posts throughout the coun- 
try, performing good service, and during the 
war with Spain was stationed at Atlanta, 
Ga. 

Tucker received his promotion to grade of 
deputy paymaster general with the rank of 
Meutenant colonel in February, 190%. He 
was sent to the Philippines, where he ren- 
dered excellent official service. His last as- 
signment is at Chicago. His next promotion 
ought to come on Jan. 1 next, when vacancy 
in grade of colonel and assistant r.

Oase Outlined by Mr. Holt. 

“There was,“ said Mr. Holt in addressing 
the eourt, “on the part of certain men con- 
nected with the defendant.publishing com- 
panies and the publishing companies, a com- 
bination or conspiracy to injure certain news- 
dealers in territory around Chicago and to 
injure also the business of Tue TRIBUNE. 

Certain negotiations were pending among 
these publishers to establish the price of 7 
cents for a Sunday newspaper in certain dis- 
tricts far from the city and reached by an 
early edition. It was thought the profit was 
not large enough, either for the newspapers 
or the newsdealers. The idea with the 7 cent 
rate was that the newsdealers and the news- 
papers each should get an extra cent. The Ex- 
aminer, it was agreed, should go into this ter- 
ritory and test the 7 cent rate in certain cities: 

Tun TRIBUNE also began to issue an early 
edition, and it will be admitted that for two 
weeks it also published a paper at 7 cents. 
Afterward THE TRIBUNE reduced its price to 
5 cents. 

From that time on, instead of there being 
ordinary fair business competition, this con- 
spiracy originated between the corporations 
and individualg publishing the four news- 
Tried to Wipe Out Dealers. 

“ They did not only resort to methods which 
would establish exclusive agencies where 
THe TRIBUNE was not sold, but it will be 
shown by evidence that they also resorted 
to methods where, it is contended, by force 
and unlawful persuasion and intimidation 
they attempted to annihilate the newsdealer 
who attempted to handle THe TRIBUNE and 
also tended to injure THe TRIBUNE by trying 
to get that newsdealer to ‘ditch’ Tun 
TRIBUNE. 

They would require the newsdealers either 
to receive their packages of TrRIBUNES and 
throw them under the counter unopened and 
in that way keep them until they were in an 
unsaleable condition and send them back to 
THE TRIBUNE or they would hiré boys to in- 
jure THs Tame. They tried, it will be 
shown, in all possible manners, legally and 
illegally, to injure the business of THE TRp- 
UNE to force it to submit to their terms and 
dictation as to the price at which, and the 
territory in which, it would sell its paper.“ 

Walter L. Fisher said the defense would 
be that there was no evidence of conspiracy 
and that his client, the Record-Herald, after 
vainly trying to bring about peace, had been 
forced into a combination with the other pa- 
pers in self-protection. 


Browne Tells of Business. 


William M. Browne said that he had han- 
died all the Chicago newspapers at Aurora 
since Jan. 1, 1906, and that he had bought 
the newspaper routes of several from a 
former newsdealer. 

He first got his knowledge of a controversy 
over the price of newspapers from a member 
of the circulation staff of the Chicago Daily 
News named Nelton, Mr. Browne said. The 
next day or so Browne received through the 
mail a circular from the Record-Herald stat- 
ing the position of that newspaper. This 
circular referred to an “ unfortunate con- 
troverzy between Tue TRIBUNE and the 
Examiner and said the interests of the Rec- 
ord-Herald were threatened under an ar- 
rangement by which THe TRIBUNE and the 
Examiner were trying to establish agencies, 
each excluding the other. The circular went 
on to say the Record-Heraid would employ 
the dealer handling the Examiner. 

Mr. Browne, after receiving this circular, 
visited Mr. Brehm, country circulator of the 
Record-Herald, at that newspaper office on 
Tuesday, May 21. 


Record-Herald with Examiner. 


Mr. Brehm ‘told me,“ said the witness, 
that he had called me to Chicago to find out 
where I stood. He told me the Record-Her- 
ald was with the Examiner. He also told 
me that the American and the Daily News 
would sustain the Examiner.” 

Mr. Browne, learning that the fight would 
be carried on within the “ forty mile limit,”’ 
was impressed with this talk and informed 
Mr. Brehm that he would be with the win- 
ning side. This was after Mr. Brehm had 
told him the newsdealers would have to de- 
cide one way or another. 

This wags the first evidence of coercion 
methods. After Mr. Browne had observed 
that it looked as though the combination 
of four newspapers against one would win, 
and that he would cast his lot with the com- 
bination, Brehm informed him: 

Mr. Yokel is prepared this morning to 
sign contracts with news agents, agreeing 
to take care of losses they may sustain by 
throwing out Tue Trisunz.”’ 

Brehm showed him the form of contract. 
Browne went over to the Examiner office to 
see Yokel, who showed him two forms of 
contracts. Browne told him his profits from 
THE TRIBUNE were $32 a week. 


Signe Contract with Yokel. 

Yokel informed him, the witness said, that 
Newsdealer Aldrich of Elgin had signed a 
contract for $20 a week, and that, as Elgin 
was as large as Aurora, he thought that 
ought to be enough. Browne signed such a 
contract. 

Going out of Yokel's office Browne met 
Max Annenberg of the American, who asked 
him if he had signed, and Introduced him to 
Newsdealer Lew of Rockford, with these 
words: 

Here is a man who is crazy and I wish 
you'd talk some sense into him.“ 

It appeared Lew didn’t want to sign a con- 
tract—just wanted to be let alone.

Browne presided, Gardner was secretary, 
and Andrews held the door. Some of the 
newspaper circulators—Yokel, Scholz, W. T. 
Adair of Tue Tarom, Annenberg, Brehm, 
and others—and twenty-five or thirty news- 
dealers attended. Mr. Adair explained his 
side of the case, showed a form of contract 
he was willing to make with the dealers, 
and later Yokel told his side of the story. 

Outlines Position of Tribune.“ 

Browne told the court Mr. Adair had said: 

“Tue TRIBUNE. is not seeking a quarrel 
with anybody and fs satisfied if‘the news- 
dealers keep all their paper routes. But 
when its business is attacked it will fight 
to the last ditch. I won't ask any news- 
dealers to throw out another paper, but 
will idemnify therm for the loss of all thrown 
out on account of THe TRIBUNE.” 

Browne and several newadealers signed a 
contract with Tue TRI SUN x to that effect. 
Browne had signed one previously with Tur 
Tripune for $20 a week bonus, but it had 
been torn up when he signed the later con- 
tract as the situation developed. 

The only thing that pleased the attorneys 
for the defense in the cross-examination 
was the admission by Mr. Browne that 
Tue TRIBUNE had agreed to pay the ex- 
penses of the visiting newsdealers, includ- 
ing telephone and telegraph messages, to 
bring them into Chicago. 

A truce of eights days was agreed upon 
at the Great Northern meeting, but before 
it was over Browne was discharged by the 
four newspapers in the combination. At 
the beginning of his cross-examination he 
admitted he was under a contract with the 
newspapers, which they could terminate at 


their will. : 
The hearing will be resumed Monday morn- 


ing.

NEW JERSEY CLERGYMAN AND 
ORGANIST EXCITE GOSSIP, 


The Rev. John Keller of Arlington 
Once More in the Limelight of Pub- 
licity— Was Shot by Thomas G. 
Barker, an Angry Ausband, Six 
Years Ago—Lost Sight of One Eye 

Suddenly Resigns His Charch and 

Gees Away. .

Arlington, N. J., June 28.— [Special. I— The 
Rev. John Keller, rector of Trinity Episcopal 
church and secretary of the Newark diocese, 
who was shot six years ago by’ Thomas G. 
Barker for his attentions to Mrs. Barker, is 
again in the limelight of publicity. 

For a week gossip has been busy with the 
names of Mr. Keller and Miss Anicartha 
Hagy, the orgamist of the church. The two 
left Arlington some days ago about the same 
time. Today the gossip increased when Mr. 
Kelier appeared before Bishop Edwin R. 
Lines of the Newark diocese and handed in 
his resignation. 

It is not known whether the Rev. Mr. Keller 
voluntarily appeared before his bishop or 
was summoned. He left town at once and is 
said to be in New York. He is unmarried and 
46 years old. 


Girl a Lifelong Invalid. 

For several years Mr, Keller has boarded in 
the family of John 8. Sands, a member of his 
parish. Their niece, Miss Anicartha Hagy, 
lived with them. She is a slight, pale, intel- 
lectual young woman, and an accomplished 
musician. She is about 27 and has been an 
invalid all her life. The bond of sympathy 
between the rector and the invalid girl was 
due in part to the attack upon Mr. Keller six 
years ago. 

Among the members of the parish were 
Thomas G. Barker and his beautiful wife. 
Mrs. Barker was a devoted admirer of the 
rector. Some one started to whisper, and 
the husband and wife had a stormy meeting. 


Shot by Angry Husband. 

The result of that interview was that Bar- 
ker shot the Rev. Mr. Keller, inflicting what 
was believed to be a mortal wound. For 
weeks the rector hovered between life and 
death and finally recovered, but the sight of 
one eye was destfoyed. 

Barker was placed on trial for assault with 
intent to kill and pleaded justification. He 
declared that the Rev. Mr. Keller had taken 
advantage of Mrs. Barker. The jury con- 
victed Barker and he was sentenced to five 
years in state prison. He was pardoned 
after he had served about two years of his 
sentence.

Operator of Moving Picture Appara- 
tus in Chicage Opera Nouse Is 
Burned, but No One Else Is Injured 
—$heet of Flame Sheoting from 
Steel Box Causes Fears in Audi- 
ence of Possible Repetition of the 
Iroquois Horror. 


Fears of a repetition of the Iroquois theater 
fire disaster were created among balcony 
and gallery occupants of the Chicago opera 
house last night when a kinetoscope machine, 
operated in the gallery, exploded, and a sheet 
of flame shot from ita inclosing box. 

Few persons were in the gallery, but they 
became panicstricken momentarily, and the 
commotion they caused alarmed occupants 
of the balcony beneata. Ushers and other 
attendants hurried to quiet them. Then the 
lights were turned on, the curtain was rung 
down, and it was seen there was no danger. 
Only the operator of the machine was hurt. 

The vaudeville program had closed, the 
kinetoscope pictures being the last of the en- 
tertainment, when the temporary panic was 
caused. 


Steel Curtain Lowered Promptly. 

Following a slight explosion, a sheet of blue 
flame shot forth from the sheetiron fireproof 
box in which the moving picture machine is 
inclosed. When the sound was heard the 
lights of the theater were turned on and the 
steel curtain was lowered, indicating the 
performance was at an end. 

Before this was done, however, those in the 
gallery, some of them near the machine, 
leaped from their seats and ran into the 
ais! ee the flame would set fire to the 
theat They saw the operator fall back- 
ward as the flame struck him, and their panic 
was increased. In the balcony below the ex- 
plosion and the sound of hurrying feet caused 
alarm, and some one said toa companion, but 
go others heard him: 

It must be a fire.”’ 

Before the alarm could spread Chief Usher 
Speck and his assistants had opened the 
doors, the lights were on, and in response to 
queries the attachés told the patrons there 
was nodanger. Many were leaving the lower 
floor when the accident occurred, and this 
gave rise to a supposition that the patrons 
were fleeing from the theater. 


Only One Person Injured. 

“There was no pamic except a slight 
alarm among those in the gallery,“ said Man- 
ager D. H. Hunt. The lights were turned 
on at once after the explosion. This is a 
standing order for our employés, for the 
fuses often blow out and if the theater were 
left in darkness at such times alarm would 
develop among the audience. The operator 
was burned slightly on hie right hand, but 
no one else was hurt. 

Richard Ryan of engine company No. 29, 
city fireman stationed at the theater, in his 
report to the fire department office made no 
mention of the machine’s operator having 
been hurt, and reported that there was no 
alarm of any kind.

PLATT MAY LOSE HIS JOB. 


MOVE ON FOOT TO OUST SENATOR 
FROM EXPRESS PRESIDENCY. 


Minority Stockholders of United States 
Company Fighting for More than 
Increased Dividends, and if Certain 
Powerfal Interesta Win Their Way 
Veteran Politician and His Sons 
Will All Be Forced to ‘Background 
—Misrepresentation Is Charged. 


New York, June 28.—[Special. -The move- 
ment of the minority stockholders in the 
United States Exprese company for ar in- 
crease in dividends from 4 to 7 per cent is 
likely to go further, if certain powerful in- 
terests have their way, and result in the oust- 
ing of Thomas C. Platt and his sons, Edward 
T. Platt and Frank H. Platt, from the execu- 
tive management of the company. 

The demands of the minority stockholders 
for a more Mberal distribution of the com- 
pany’s earnings was started last spring in 
a quiet way, the minority committee and 
their counsel, Dugene G. Kremer, refusing 
to discuss the controversy in any of its phases 
on the ground that it was a matter between 
partners. in a private enterprise and there- 
fore privileged. 

As the investigation of the company’s af- 
fairs has progreseed, however, and new facts 
have come to light, many of the minority 
stockholders have expressed dissatisfaction 
with the state of affaires that has been re- 
vealed, and believe that the committee’s ex- 
pressed approval of the present administra- 
tion’s conduct of the business has not been 
deserved. 

May Force Platt Out. 

If these stockholders can muster sufficient 
strength they will not stop with the grant- 
ing of their demands for a higher dividend, 
but will insist on the retirement of Senator 
Piatt. 

The first infusion of personal animus into 
the relations of the minority committee and 
the management occurred in the publication 
of a letter from Treasurer Edward T. Platt 
to James Leslie Pinks, a stockholder of the 
company, who is at the same time associate 
counsel for the minority committee. 

Mr. Pinks had requested the company's 
permission for an examination by the Audit 
Company of New York, and in reply was told 
that the request would be granted, provided 
that the books were gone over under the su- 
pervision of another auditing concern, which, 
the treastrer stated, was “ fully familiar 
with the subject.” 

Mr. Platt, by inference, questioned the 
associate counsel's assertion of the number 
of stockholders concurring in the request. 


Asks Which Platt Is Trusted. 

Mr. Pink; when the Platt letter was 
brought to his attention, made the following 
statement: 

‘Ag printed, the letter says that the board 
is confident of the accuracy of the statements 
already made to me. 

„I wonder which statements Mr. Edward 
Platt means. He himself told me some little 
time ago that the company’s assets were 
$9,500,000. His father, Senator Platt, came 
out in a printed communication on April 26 
fixing the value at $10,000,000. Afterward 
Mr. Thomae Platt wrote a letter in which he 
made the value $11,100,000.

VERDICT EXPECTED TODAY. 


Final Argument Begun in Virginia 
Court in Trial of Former Judge—De- 
fense Pleads Unwritten Law. 


Houston, Va., June 28.—The argument of 
the attorneys in the trial of former Judge 
William G. Loving for the murder of Theo- 
Gore Estes was begun late this afternoon 
after a day spent by the attorneys for both 
sides in the preparation of instructions and a 
legal wrangle over them before the court. 
The instructions as read by Judge Barksdale 
discussed murder, its various degrees, the 
question of reasonable doubt, the time al- 
lowed for a man’s angry passions to subside, 
and especially insanity. 

Attorney Daniel Harmon of Charlottes- 
ville, for the prosecution, and Attorney Au- 
brey E. Strode, for the defense, spoke for an 
hour and a half each this afternoon, and the 
court adjourned at 7 o’clock until tomorrow 
morning. Mr. Harmon in his address sought 
to show that Judge Loving killed Estes after 
„ deliberation, premeditation, and upon re- 
flection,” thus making the offense murder in 


the first degree. 
Attorney Strode, who followed, based his 
plea almost exclusively on the unwritten law. 
The closing arguments will be heard to- 
morrow. A verdict is expected during the 


afternoon.

you to have with your morning breakfast 
dish, you cannot help but marvel how re- 
markably accurate they are. When you 
consider what they have to do to get the 
news, what difficulties they have to over- 
come, when you retire to the privacy of 
your chamber and read the news as seen 
by other men, mind you, you will find it is 
about as near the truth as is possible for a 
human organ to be.” 

Mr. Forgan’s remarks grew out of a re- 
ply which he made to articles on vice in 
Chicago, printed in a New York magazine. 
He said they were inaccurate and pointed 
out they could not typify Chicago. From 
this he drifted to statements as to the verac- 
ity of the press in general.

any. Fancy prices were offered express 
wagon drivers to go to the docks for ice, but 
unless they were nonunion men they could 
not be tempted.

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THE HAGUE, June 28.—The sitting today 
of the first committee of the peace confer- 
ence afforded an opportunity for Joseph H 
Choate, the American delegate, to delſver a 
long and eloquent speech upholding the prin- 
ciple of the exemption of all private property,

The success obtained by his speech left 
the impression that fhe American proposi- 
‘tion, which in the conference of 1890 was 
only taken for consideration, this time will 
be approved unanimously. The sittifig, which 
lasted for two and a half hours. began with 
the consideration of the following questions: 

First~—Do practice and legislation admit of bel- 
ligerent states transforming mérchantmen into 
warships? ‘ 

Second—In the case of merchantmen being trans- 
formed into warships, what are the legal conditions 
which beliigerents will have to observe? 

Third— the practice at present in force relat- 
ing to the capture and donfiscation of merchant- 
men sailing under à hostile flag to be Maintained or 
abolished ? 

Count Tornielli, Italian, and Sir Daward 
Fry, British, observed that the principle con- 
tained in the first question was generally 
admitted, and thus it was only necessary to 
define conditions for the transformation of 
merchantmen. 


. Support American Proposition. 


Then began the debate on the exemption of 
private property at sea. ron Macchio, 
Austria, supported the American proposition. 

Mr. Choate then rose and made a speech 
based on the American declaration in the 
conference of 1890. referred to the dif- 
ferent occasions’in which the United States 
had proclaimed her support of the doctrine— ; 
by treaties with Russia in 1875, with Bolivia 
in 1856, and with Italy in 1871. 

His survey showed that America had fol- 
lowed the same policy for over a century, 
earnestly urging in the first days of its exist- 
ence as a free and independent country that 
the principle be adopted. It now hopes to.see 
it —— in the permanent law of civilized 
nations. 


Russian’s Bad Impression: 

After Mr. Choate’s speech M. Nelidoff, 
president of the conference, created a bad 
impression by making a short statement, say- 
ing that the American proposition would de- 
feat its own purpose, as the exemption of 
private property would have only the effect 
of rendering wars more frequent.

It is morethan interesting 
to follow up the lines of ancestry as repre- 
sented by the domestic service of the 
country. 
The figures show that almost cne-third of 
the total number of women servants of for- 
eign parentage are Irish. Next come the 
Germans, and following them the Swedes. 
Of the female breadwinners of Sweden it is 
shown that a good deal more than one-half 
are servants and waitresses. Following the 
Swedish servant comes her sister from Nor- 
way and Denmark. 

There is a noticeably low percentage of the 
I the French Canadians, and the Rus- 
sian Jews.

THE ENEMIES oF THE CHARTER. 

The new charter contains no frenzied 
legislation. It is not an epitome of the 
whims and notions of the people who call 
themselves the “advanced thinkers” of 
the community. Those persons having 
failed to inject their curious ideas into it 
naturally are opposed to its ratification. 
Of course Mr. Louis Post is against it 
as earnestly as ig Mr. Raymond Robins. 
It leaves them and their theories out in 
the cold. Under it Chicago will have a 
better municipal government. Its revenues 
will de inereased. It will be possible to 
give citizens better protection against fire, 
crime, and disease. These are matters 
that do not interest the apostles of pro- 
gressive thought.” The “recall,” the 
initiative, and similar questions are the 
only subjects that appeal to them. 

If the members of the teachers’ feder- 
ation had votes Miss Margaret Haley 
would give directions that they be cast 
against the charter. It does not make 
provision for the goveriment of the 
schools by the teachers and therefore she 
thinks it a wicked piece of work. That 
which makes it objectionable. to her ought 
to commend it to the voters. 5 

Here and there an alderman is un- 
friendly. to the charter, not because he 
thinks it will harm his constituents, but 
because he believes it may injure him. 
It may prevent him from staying in the 
council. There are some politicians whose 
only real u to it is that it may 
| interfere with their petty ambitions. That 
objectiqn should not appeal to intelligent 
voters. They will be likely to consult 
their own interests rather than those of 
dissatisfied aldermen or politicians. 

Until the charter shall be voted on fa 
September, Mr. Post and his fellow mal- 
contents will continue to rage and rave. 
They will cry out against the charter 
simply because it does not contain their 
isms. That is one excellent reason why 
it should be ratified. The more carefully 
the voters study it the more fully will 
they be convinced that ft should be rati- 
fied. It deserves their votes not merely 
because it does not bear the finger marks 
of Mesers. Post and Robins but chiefly 
because the city and its citizens will be 


HARRIMAN GOES TO WATERLOO. 

Apart from the slight feeling of disap- 
pointment that may have been enter- 
fained by the students and alumni of Har- 
vard Thursday afternoon, there was only 
one unhappy incident to cloud the day's 
festivities at New London. And that was 
the arrest and detention of Mr. E. H. 
Harriman. It appears that Mr. Harri- 
man, in his private yacht, was following 
the contending crews in their race up- 
stream, and this contrary to general or- 
ders which forbade all save one or two 
spécified boats on the course. When Mr. 
Harriman refused to heed the warning 
shouts of the regatta committee he was 
placed. under arrest, with a prospect of 
paying a fine of $500. Worse than that, 
he was not permitted to see the end of 
the race. ;

STEEL RAILS. 

The question whether any defects in 
steel rails result from the present proc- 
esses of manufacture is being investigated 
by a committee of experts. They were 
selected partly by the railmakers and 
partly by the American Railway associa- 
tion. If they shall say with substantial 
unanimity that the rails are of good 
quality the claim of some of the railroad 
men that the frequent breakages reported 
of late are chargeable to the faulty meth- 
ods of the manufacturers will be dis- 
proved. 

Then it will be necessary to admit that 
the rail men are in the right when they 
ascribe the breakages to the strain of 
heavier locomotives and increased tonnage. 
There will be nothing left for the rail- 
roads to do but order heavier rails if their 
own experts shall say that it ought to be 
done. Then the question of price will ob- 
trude itself. The heavier rail naturally 


‘| should cost more than the lighter one. 


The manufacturers have been charging the 
American railroads $28 a ton for the 
rails they have been buying. Foreign. pur- 
chasers get them on much better terms. 
The manufacturers suggest that they 
should get $33 a ton for the proposed 
heavier rail. The officials say— 
and are justified in saying—that the pres- 
ent price is excessive. They would like 
to get heavier rails without paying more 
than they do for those now in uve. 

In the past the railroads, while often 
protesting violently, have had to pay 
whatever the steel rail trust demanded 
of them.

Lord Castletown, who has just been ap- 
pointed by the king to be a iene of the 
order of St. Patrick, has traveled all over 
the United States, especially the remote 
northwestern districts, knows Wyoming bet- 
ter than most Americans, and. with Lady 
Castletown, has spent season after season in 
the Rocky mountains in pursuit of big game, 
Lady Castletown roughing it along with 
remainder of the party, and acting as e .

That Lord Castletown is of an original 
turn of mind may be gathered from the fact 
that he spent his honeymoon with his bride, 
yachting within the arotic circlé, endeavor- 
ing to get as near the north pole as possible. 
Lady Castletown is a member of the 8t. 
Leger family. and as such claims descent 
from St. Leodegardus. One of her ancestors, 
Col. Anthony St. Leger, founded the great 
Doncaster race in 1776, which bears his name, 
and Robert St. Leger figures on the roll of 
Battle abbey as one of the companions in 
arms of William the Conqueror at the battle 
of Hastings. It was a relative of Lady 
Castletown, namely, the Hon. Elizabeth St. 
Leger, afterwards married to Richard Ald- 
worth, who is celebrated as having been the 
only lady member of the order of free- 
masons, and Donerail court, where her in- 
itiation took place after her heving become 
unintentionally aware of a number of magonio 
secrets, is now the home of Lord and Lady 
Castletown. 8

The order ot St. Patrick, to which Lord 
Castletown has just been appointed, is only 
conferred by the crown upon peers of Ireland, 
the membership being limited to twenty-two. 
It was founded by King George ITI. in 1788. 
Formerly the knights were installed in the 
Cathedral of St. Patrick, the ceremony in- 
variably taking place on St. Patrick's day; 
but since the disestablishment of the state 
Protestant church in Ireland, investitures 
have been transferred to St. Patrick's hall, 
in Dublin castle. The ribbon of the order 

is of light blue, as is also the mantle, the 
material of the latter being of poplin and 
the lining of white.silk. The star of the or- 
der consists of the ¢ross of St. Patrick, sur- 


charged with three imperial crowns, the 
band of gold by which it is encircled bearing 
the motto of the order, Quis separabit?” 

The collar of the order, which is worn onkp 
on great occasions, and which by an un- 
written law may never be worn after sunset, 
is a gorgeous gold affair, composed of alter- 
nate roses and Irish harps, the roses being 
enameled, alternate white leaves within red 
and red leaves within white.

With regard to the stories published in the 
Paris Figaro as to the return to Europe af. 
the long missing Archduke John, who, on 
| being deprived, in 1891, of his imperial rank 
and titles, assumed the name of John Orth, it 
is only necessary to point out that the people 
who pretend to have recognized him and to 
vouch for his identity never knew him before 
his disappearance. They describe him as a 
man whose handsome dark hair shows 
signs of gray.“ Now, Archduke John was 
entirely bald, without a vestige of hair on his 
head, and used to wear wigs, which, when 
suffering from the heat, he would remove.in 
the most unconventional manner, for the 
purpose of cooling his head. It was a bald- 
ness which had subsisted for fifteen years 
at the time of his disappearance, and if he 
had survived until now it is not believable 
that he could have recovered his hirsute 
adornments provided by nature.

Pen, Not Sword, His Weapon. 

Almost for twenty-five years Gen. Ains- 
worth has been stationed in Washington. 
Prior to that time he was in the medical corps 
of the army. Consequently, his knowledge 
of troops is almost wholly confined to the 
medical practice he enjoyed for about eleven 
years, and since then to the paper work which 
he has been called upon to transact during 
the last few years. 

In the interim he was chief of the record 
and pension office of the war department, 
and in this position collected information 
about the records of veterans of the civil 
war for the use of the commissioner of pen- 
sions. 

The possibility of Gen. Ainsworth gaining 
supreme command of the army is agitating 
army circles eveh more than did the case of 
Gen. Wood. The latter also was a medical 
officer, but he saw active service in the In- 
dian campaigns, receiving a medal of honor 
for distinguished service against the Apaches, 
and commanded the Rough Riders and later 
a brigade in the Santiago expedition. Since 
1808 he had been almost,continuously in the 
command of troops. - 

Gen. Ainsworth, on the other hand, re- 
mained in Washington before and during the 
war with Spain. For his work in introducing 
business methods into the record and pension 
office Hie was made colonel in 1602, and 
through special legislation was promoted to 
the grade of brigadier general in 1898.

New Laws Advance His Rank. 

Ainsworth succeeded in inducing congress, 
in the army appropriation act of 1904, to 
merge the record and pension office with the 
office of adjutant general under the title of 
military secretary, and he was retained as 
chief of the congolidated department with the 
increased rank of major general. 

This office, having served its usefulness, 
was abolished in the army appropriation law 
passed at the last session of congress, and 
the adjutant general's department was re- 
established with Ainsworth at its head with 
the rank of major general. ? 

It is doubtful 11 any officer in the army has 
been so favored by special legislation as has 
Ainsworth. Other officers have received pro- 
motions, but they have gone into the field 
and have come back to Washington with the 
claim to active service behind them. In the 
ease of Ainsworth, his strongest reason for 
military edvancement lay in the fact that 
he devised and introduced the index record 
card system by means of which all military 
and medical records have been reproduced 
in such a way as to make a full history of any 
soldier immediately available. 


2 
Annual Saving of $500,000. 

He claims that upwards of 50,000,000 index 
record cards have been prepared and placed 
on file and it is said that the adoption of the 
system has resulted in an annual saving of 
$500,000 to the government. Since the mili- 
tary secretary’s department was established 
the record and on office has sunk into 
comparative insignificance, being today mere- 
ly a division of the adjutant general's de- 
partment. 

Under the law establishing the military 
secretary's office, its officers were made sub- 
ject to the supervision of the chief of staff 
in al] matters pertaining to the command, 
discipline, or administration of the existing 
military establishment. Under the last army 
appropriation bill, which makes appropria- 
tions for the support of the army beginning 
on next Monday, the adjutant general's de- 
partment will resume its old functions in con- 
nection with the discipline and administra- 
tion of troops, ° 

Gen. Ainsworth is an excellent administra- 
tor, but from the army point of view it is 


most unfortunate that he has never had com- 


mand of troops and has no practical experi- 
ence in connection with the important mat- 
ters with which he has to deal. 


oe 


Wants General Reorganization. 
Gen. Ainsworth has made no secret of/his 


view that the way the general staff is run 


today is most unsatisfactory and is not as 
advantageous to the army as such an organ- 
ization should be. He would like to have the 
general staff and the inspector general's and 
adjutant general's departments consolidated, 
which of course would mean his own promo- 
tion as chief, and to select about 150 offi- 
cers from the army who would perform in- 
terchangeably the duties of adjutant general, 
inspector general, staff officer, etc. 

The Brownsville incident demonstrated, in 
the opinion of Gen. Ainsworth, the unsat- 
isfactory character of the inspector general's 
department. He depended upon that depart- 
ment to get all the facts in connection with 
the alleged guilt of the negroes of the Twen- 
ty-fifth infantry, charged with shooting up 
the Texas town, turning down a recommen- 


dation of Gen. Bell, chief of staff, that secret J 


service men be ordered to make an investi- 


gation. 
— 


Complain pf Red Tape. 

It is extremely doubtful, however, if the far 
reaching reorganization that Gen. Ainsworth 
favors will be adopted. In the opinion of the 
department, there is too much red tape now 
in Gen. Ainsworth’s hands and, moreover, 
it is desired to permit the present staff sys- 
tem to operate until all its defects are brought 
to light. 

Should Gen. Alnsworth go to the Philip- 
pines, the duties of adjutant general will be 
performed by Brig. Gen. William P. Hall, a 
medal of honor officer, who was the ranking 
assistant adjutant general when the adjutant 
general's department was merged with the 
military secretary's office. 1

Susy's quaint and effective spelling falls 
quite opportunely into today’s atmosphere, 
which is heavy with the rumblings and grum- 
blings and mutterings of the simplified spell- 
ing reform. Andrew Carnegie started this 
storm a couple of years ago by moving a 
simplifying of English orthography and es- 
tablishing a fund for the prosecution and 
maintenance of the crusade.

He addressed a circular to some hun- 
dreds of his friends, asking them to simplify 
the spelling of a dozen of our badly spelled 
words—I think they were only words which 
end with the superfluous ugh.

Next stage: a small committee was ap- 
pointed, with Brander Matthews for maneg- 
ing director and spokesman. It issued a list 
of 800 words of average silliness as to spell- 
ing and propesed new and sane spellings for 
these words. The president of the United 
States, unsolicited, adopted these simplified 
800 officially and ordered that they be used in 
the official documents of the government. It 
was now remarked by all the educated and 
the thoughtful except the clergy that sheol 
was to pay. This was most justly and com- 
prehensively descriptive. The indignant Brit- 
ish lion rose, with a roar that was heard 
across the Atlantic, and stood there on his 
little isle gazing, red eyed, out over the 
glooming seas, snow flecked with driving 
spindrift, and lashing his tail—a most scary 
spectacle to see. 

The lion was outraged because we, a na- 
tion of children without any grown up peo- 
ple among us, with no property in the lan- 
guage, but using it merely by courtesy of its 
owner, the English nation, were trying to de- 
file the sacredness of it by removing form it 
peculiarities which had been its ornament and 
which had made it holy and beautiful for

tp truth there is a certain sardonic pro- 
priety in preserving our orthography, since 
ours is a mongrel language which started 
with a child’s vocabulary of 300 words and 
now consists of 225,000; the whole lot, with 
the exception of the original and legitimate

ing of each individual word of the lot locat- 
ing the source of the theft and preserving the 
memory of the revered crime.

Moreover, the beauty of the 
lines fs undeniable, and though it is the 
fashion to say that the public cares nothing 
for this, yet that accusation is untrue. 
Shakepeare still has power to hypnotize an 
audience with the sheer melody of his lines, 
and there is no denying the eatisfaction of 
the audiences which listen to the lines of 
some of our young dramatic poets of today— 
Phillips and Yeats and Mackaye.. 

Mortvver,- there ig substance in the beauty 
of Miss Johnhsén’s line’. as, for example. 
when Yvette, dismayed at the absurdity and 
the flendishness et the revolution, cried: 
“There was a glory in the morning sky, 
Where now is naught but miserable red!

Independent Automatic Telephones 
in New York City—Rates to Be 
Controlled by Municipality—Com- 
mercial National’s Dividend. 


High money rates, 12 per cent, at the close 
of the market had the usual effect on stock 
prices. The share list had begun to have the 
appearance of genuine strength. There had 
been some advances for three days and cer- 
tain interests were hopeful that a genuine 
bull movement might be starting. However, 
when interest rates ran up sharply stock 
prices went off correspondingly. 

Although it is generally believed in Wall 
street that Standard Oil interests are bull- 
ish, or at least would like to see higher prices, 
the Standard Oil people have been hit as 
well as other investors and speculators, Al- 
though they control great wealth, a market 
is not made without the assistance of a great 
many interests. Speculators as a whole have 
good reason to refrain from getting into the 
market, except in a purely professional way. 
Conditions for an up swing do not exist. 

Several important demands will be made on 
the money market in July. On the first day 
of the month 12% per cent of the $93,000,000 
to be raised by the Northern Pacific must be 
paid by the stockholders. One week later 4 
5 per cent installment on the $60,000,000 
Great Northern issue mustibe paid. On July 
10 there will fall due 25 per cent payment 
on the $75,000,000 Union Pacific bonds. On 
July 20 $6,500,000 General Electric bonds 
must be paid.

This figures out an operating ratio of 49 
per cent, which the company engineers 
claim is sufficient in view of the fact that 
maintenance and depreciation charges will 
be low because a majority of the wires will 
be underground and the use of the auto- 
matic telephone will eliminate the manual 
labor necessary in exchanges under the old 


system. 
City to Control Rates. 

The provisions of the franchise as offered 
by the city are so drawn as to keep the 
surpervision of the company within the 
power of the municipal authorities, irre- 
spective of whether telephone companies 
may be brought within the scope of au- 
thority of the public utilities commission 
or not. Some of the important provisions 
follow: 

Franchise for twenty-five years, with 
twenty-ffve year renewal privilege; plant 
in street to become property of city at end 
of franchise without cost; free service in 
city offices; no assignment of franchise 
without consent of city; construction and 
operation to be supervised by city authori- 
ties; franchise not to be used in connection 
with any other franchise previously grant- 
ed; city to have right to change and regu- 
late rates; company cannot increase or issue 
capital stock or bonds without consent of 
city authorities, and must make and file with 
the controller full annual reports. 

The rates of compensation to be paid the 
city for the franchise are as follows: $250,000 
within thirty days after signing contract; 
first two years, 1 per cent of gross receipts 
to be not less than $20,000 per annum; 
next three years, 2 per cent of gross and 
to be not less than $30,000 per annum; next 
five years, 4 per cent of gross to be not less 
than $60,000 per annum; next five years, 
6 per cent of gross to be not less than $100,- 
000 per annum; next five years, 7 per cent of 
gross to be not less than $150,000 per annum; 
last five years, 7% per cent of gross to be 
not less than $250,000 per annum. These 
sums are to be paid quarterly and amount 
in the aggregate to $2,930,000 for the twenty- 
five years. 


U. P. Subscription Forms. 


Treasurer F. V. S. Crosby of the Union 
Pacific railroad company has provided forms 
of requisition for making subscriptions to 
the new twenty year 4 per cent convertible 
gold bonds of the company. It is suggested 
that commission houses supply themselves 
with these forms prior to making subscrip- 
tions. Warrants with subscription requisi- 
tions may be deposited with the treasurer 
prior to July 10 for verification. 


New York Savings Banks. 

Out of thirty-one savings banks in New 
York county, twenty-four have declared divi- 
dends at the rate of 4 per cent on all de- 
posits.on July 1. On Jan. 1, 1907, eleven 
declared 4 per cent on all deposits, and on 
July 1. 1906, fourteen declared 4 per cent on 
all deposits. 

New York savings banks, however, are 
not operated as are the savings institutions 
in Chicago. The eastern savings banks are 
mutual concerns and invest.their funds ex- 
clusively in bonds and as bonds have been 
low, the interest return on the actual in- 
vestment has been unusually high, render- 
ing it possible to increase the interest rate.
